Is it not an ouxgrowth of civili- 
zation in’ which feeling is none the 
less intense that it is under control, 
and that it speaks through mediums of 
refinement? 

Somewhat the same situation was af- 
forded in the historic one-night stand 
last winter of the “Carmen” of the 
movies on the stage of the Metropoli- 
tan opera house. It was “Carmen,” but 
was it art? 

As for Ornstein’s old masters, they 
cannot be regarded as attaining to the 
heavenly realms. In three years from 
now, if the young Russian chooses the

Upon this myth and the public’s carefully 
fostered belief in it is built the structure of an 
extensive trade in “seconds,” damaged footgear, 
factory rejects, ancient stock in the last stages of 
senile decay, and other rag-tag and bobtail of 
leather making a final stop on its downward 
path to the scrap heap. Mixed in with this 
rubbish is a leaven of fairly good shoes of the 


by means of misrepresentation. In fact, the very 
sign “Sample Shoe Store” is, in itself, an evi- 
dence of false pretense. 

~ Says one of the veterans of this line who is 
now about to reform, in the course of a complete 
revelation of his trade methods (after The Trib- 
une had “caught him with the goods”) : 

“You want to know what chance a customer 
has of getting real sample shoes in a sample shoe 
store? Not one in a thousand. No, not one in 
ten thousand. Take my case. I’ve been in the 
sample shoe business here for years, and I've 
never yet sold a pair of sample shoes, as far as I 
know. If I did, it was by accident.” 

So extensive is this trade that it is possible 


‘/ for me to touch upon a very few of its exemplars. 


To the neglected others I hereby offer my apol- 
ogies, also the hope that their turn may come 
later on if they steadfastly stick to their crooked 
last. 


Shop, on the second floor, at Fifth Avenue and 
Forty-second Street, northeast corner, holds out 
to the floating populace of “The Avenue” the 
lure of sample shoes, through the agency of a 
window case on the ground floor, and elaborate 
signs in the second-story windows. Here The 
Tribune investigators purchased a pair of Russia 
calf shoes with white oak soles, which, we were 
assured, would cost $6 to $7 at a regular shoe 
store. These were sample shoes, the salesman 
said, and a great bargain at $3.85. If they had 
been in sound condition and of good workman- 
ship, as represented, the value would have been 
fair. But the workmanship is poor; the left shoe 
is damaged; the shoes are not sample shoes at 
all, and $2.50 would be a good retail price for 
them. 

At the entrance to the Fleischman Building, 
on Forty-second Street, near Sixth Avenue, ap- 
pears the show window of Young’s Sample Shoe 
Shop, which operates on an upper floor. Here 
The Tribune purchasers negotiated with an ear- 
nest and courteous salesman, who incidentally 
gave them a sketch of the business (“our sample 
shoes are six weeks in’advance of any other 
store;” “everything you get here is the highest 
grade of sample shoe,” and so on) for a pair of 
lady’s buckskin shoes, at $4.95. . 

“And lucky to find them in the right size, I 
can assure you,” said the salesman. “Anywhere 
else they'd be $10 at the very least.” 

“How can you sell them at that?” was the 
natural inquiry. “Are they in good condition?” 

“Perfect,” the salesman warmly assured us, 
“You see; we get ‘em cheap because they’re 
samples. Genuine high-grade buckskin.” 

As he spoke I was gazing at a hole in the back 


'of one of the “perfect” pair into which a lead 


pencil could have been thrust. Piquancy was 
added to the situation by the sign on the wall, 
facing us boldly, with this declaration: “Every 
Shoe Sold Here Absolutely Perfect.” However,

Many Pretty New Steps 


Back in the repertoire of the dance 
enthusiast is found the tango. Follow- 
ing a period in which this particular 
Branch of the dancing art held full 
eway came a slight “slump.” Introduc- 
tion of new dances for the time showed 
the popular tango on the shelf, but 
today it is again among the leading 
terpsichorean attractions. 

But with its return comes a series 
of lew steps, and it is to properly de- 
ecribe this departure from the old 
method that The Constitution’s second 
article on dancing has been compiled 
by Mr. Arthur Murray, dancer par ex- 
cellence (with Miss Irma Steele) at the 
Georgian Terrace hotel. 

Mr. Murray’s article follows: 

“Lovers of good usic and dancing 
will be glad to learn'that the tango has 
come back to stay. How de I know? 
Well, here are the facts on which I 
base my belief: About a year ago in 
the inner circle of the dancing profes- 
sion the tango was very fre juently 
danced. This was not the tango of 
infinite steps, but something new; 
something that looked like a waltz, yet 
had had the atmosphere and rhythm of 
the Argentine dance. At that time it 
was called the ‘Waltz Tango,’ because, 
I suppose, most of the variations were 
founded on the waltz movement. 


Has Increased in Popularity. 

Since then it has increased in pop- 
ularity to such an extent that the dan- 
cing ubs and hotels which are fre- 
quentéd by good dancers, inausurated 
regular tango days, at which times the 
tango is played oftener than any other 
dance. The Plaza hotel and the Club 
de Vingt, the most exclusive dancing 
club in New York, engaged foreign or- 
chestras (besides their regular musi- 
clans) to.play tangoes only. Today at all 
leading hotels the tango is played two 
or three times an evening. The Ha- 
walian music is also a big factor in 
making the tango popular. When such 
selections as “Admiration” are sent to 
orchestras they cannot resist from play- 


‘ing them; neither can the dancers sit 


out to such music. And so they either 
do the fox-trot or the one-step; those 
who have learned the new’ tango go 
proudly forth like Vernon Castles. But 
sooner or later they realize that the 
fox-trot or one-step does not fit the 
tango music, and that the new tango 
is extremely simple. The ultimate re- 
sult is that more people are learning it 
every day. 

“There are no open or intricate steps 
in this new dance. The waltz position 
is used throughout all the variations. 
There are four principal steps; these 
steps may be used as a basis for other 
variations. I believe that a good dan- 
cer can learn the new tango merely 
by watching. It is by far the prettiest

The Description. 


To begin, the gentleman pbolds 
lady as in all other dances, viz., 
Waltz position.

The gentleman starts forward with 
his right foot, giving one full count 
to that step. e then steps forward 
with his left on the first step of the 
waltz; to the right side with his right 
foot (or a straight line with his left) 
and draws the left up to the right on 
the third step of tke waltz. These 
three steps take two counts of the 
music. The count for the whole step 
is: One, one and two. This step may 
be repeated as often as desired. It is 
advisable to take an even number of 
them before going into the next step. 

The original waltz step is. used in 
turning to the right, and also to the 
left. The latter turn -is more com- 
monly used in the tango. It must be 
remembered that the music is very 
slow and each step must be separate 
and distinct. The steps of the lady 
are exactly the same as the man’s, but 
they start on opposite feet. In mak- 
ing the left waltz turn, the lady steps 
backward with her right foot, then 
slides her left to her side and draws 
the right up to the left for the third 
step. She then steps forward with 
her left, to her right with the right 
foot and closes the left up to the right, 
She has now made a square of six 
steps; right foot, back-side-close, and 
left fgot forward-side-close. This step 
should be repeated on the same spot 
until mastered; and counted to the mu- 
sic, it is one-and-two, one-and-two. So 
far we have not turned. To make @ 
left turn, turn a quarter of the way 
to the left on the first of each waltz 
The gentleman starts with his 
Before turning he 
takes one slow walking step with his 
right foot. Three waltz steps com- 
pletes one circle to the left. 

The next step to be described is call- 
ed a. Shasse’. The couple move side- 
ways toward the line of direction. The 
illustration at left shows the couple 
after they have taken the first step, 
and are about to cross in front for the 
second step. To begin, the lady steps 
to her right (a slow walking step). The 
next three steps are done in two counts 
of the music and so are faster than 
the first step. On the first quick step 
the lady crosses her left foot in front 
of the right, then steps to her right 
again and draws the left up to the 
right, the heels are together. The gen- 
tleman takes a slow walking step side- 
ways with his left foot, crosses the 
right foot in front of the left, then 
steps to his left again with that foot 
and draws the right up to the left. The 
count is the same as in the first step: 
One, one-and-two. This step can be 
repeated any number of times, but be- 
fore beginning it the gentleman and 
lady should take one slow walking step 
so that his left and her right foot are 
free. 

This next step is sometimes called the 
El Sharron, The gentleman starts with

Her 
right foot. is now free to step for- 
ward (toward her partner), giving two 
counts to that step and lifting the left 
foot slightly from the floor. The gen- 
tleman takes a waltz step, beginning 
with his right foot forward, side, close.

Can’t H elp Counting 
Strokes of Razor; 
Faced by Madness 


Moultrie, Ga. November 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Edgar R. Bruton, of this city, 
says he is afraid that he is going crazy 
if he can’t find some way to stop 
counting the strokes of hig razor when 
he shaves.

MADE RETURNS 
UNDER EARES LAW 


Five Have Made Liquor 
Shipment Reports, But Ful- 
ton Is Only One to Turn 
Over Any Funds Yet. 


EXPRESS CLERKS HERE 
MAKING MONEY FAST 


Law May Be Changed as to 
Their Compensation—The 
State’s Revenue From Ful- 
ton Already $4,953.43. 


AS » resuit of the rather unexpected- 
ly large ‘sums of money accruing to 
the delivery clerks of express com- 
panies through the operation of the 
Kakes law allowing a three cents fee 
to such a clerk for each package de- 
livered, it is rewarded as likely that 
an amendment reducing this fee will be 
introduced at the next session of the 
general assembly. 

The Eakes law was approved and 
became effective August, 21, 1916. Since 
that date to November 1, according 
to figures reported to the state from 
Fulton county, fees totaling $2,615.85 
had been collected by express clerks 
in Atlanta. 

Under the Eakesslaw also the ordi- 
nary is entitled to collect from the ten- 
cent fee assessed upon each shipment 
into Georgia 7 cents until the total 
amounts to $600, after which the ordi- 
nary is entitled to 10 per cent of the 
seven cents remaining after the ex- 
press clerk has hdd his three cents 
fee. Each county is required to report 
to the state treasury department the 
number of shipments per month, fees 
collected and to remit to the state such 
surplus money as may be on hand from 
the fee on packages. 

Five Counties Report. 

So far only five counties have made 
the reports required by law, and Ful- 
ton is the only county that has paid 
a penny into the ‘state treasury from 
the source created by the Eakes law. 
No money has been received nor any 
report made from any of the other 
so-called “big city” counties—Chatham, 
Richmond, Bibb, Muscogee, Floyd and 
Clarke.

For the month of September, 31,789 
packages; $953.67 to express clerks; to- 
tal to Fulton county of $2,225.23, less 
10 per cent, amounting to $225 to the 
ordinary, leaving a net to the state of 
$2,002.71. 

For the October, 46,273 
packages; $1,358.19 to express clerks; 
total to Fulton county, $3,169.11, less 
ten per cent, amounting to $316.91 to 
the ordinary, leaving a net to the state 
$? $53.28. 

Totals Up te Date. 
The total figures for Fulton county 
for the two months and ten days since 
the Eakes law went into operation up 
to November 1, are as follows: 

Total packages, 87,195; total fees 
to the ordinary, $1,153.75; total fees 
to express clerks, $2,615.85; total net 
revenue to the state, $4,953.43. 

Thus it will be seen that it 
unlikely that the st@te of Georgia 
paying the clerks of the express com- 
‘ pany in Atlanta a sum equal to, if not 
in excess of, that paid by the company 
itself.

MORE GAINS MADE 
BY BRITISH TROOPS 
NEAR ANCRE RIVER 


London, November 18—Renewing 
their attacks near the Ancre river on 
the Somme front, the British last night 
made further gains, it is announced 
officially. Advances were made north- 
east of Beaumont-Hamel and north of 
Beaucourt. 

The announcement follows: 

“We advanced our position north- 
east of Beaumont-Hamel and pushed 
out further north of Beaucourt. Beau- 
mont-Hamel and Hebuterne were 
heavily shelled by the enemy. During 
the night we successfully raided an 
enemy redoubt north of Ypres, taking 
twenty prisoners and one machine 
gun.” 

The bulletin from British headquar- 
ters in France issued at midnight 


reads: 

“Today, despite gorse 4 weather, we 
advanced our front north and south of 
the Ancre. Ground was gained chiefly 
on the south bank of the river, where 
we reached the outskirts of Grand- 
court. In the operations of today 258 
prisoners are reported as having pass- 
ed through the collectine stations.

Mayor Believes Edgewood 
Avenue Structure Safe and 
Makes Attack on Motives 
of Councilman M’Cord. 


There seems little prospect of the

He is 
simply a member of the legislative 
branch of the city and has no right to 
exercise those powers granted to the 
executive. If the matter had been 
taken up by his committee and chen 
referred to council and had that body 
seen fit to order the closing of the 
bridge it would have been a different 
niatter. But under the circumstances 
I can’t see where he has the power or 
authority to order the bridge closed. 
He is only one member of council. 

“It all looks to me very much like 
he is trying to vent his spleen toward 
me by incunveniencing the citizens of 
Atlanta. He is certainly angry at me 
for not signing the ordinance requir- 
ing the repair work. But the city is 
now in such a hole, financially, that we 
will not have enough money to meet 
the December payrolls for salaries 
alone, 1 am afraid, and we certainly 
have no money, particularly a ‘sum of 
$10,000 to expend for this bridge. 

“Mr. McCord and the rest of council 
have known for some months past the 
exact condition of this wridge. The 
money for the repair work was placed 
in the January sheet and they have 
not seen fit, up to the present time, 
to make use of it in that dlrection. 
They have been too busy with their 
own ward projects and have been blind- 
e@® by their pork parrel methods, 

Bell Street Bridge. 

‘It seems peculiar to me also that 
Mr. McCord did not rise up in fear and 
trembling before this time on the ‘sub- 
ject of the Bell street bridge. This 
structure is in a much worse condition 
than the Edgewood avenue bridge and 
yet nothing has ever been said and 
no move has been taken toward clos- 
ing it or making any sort of renair.

LOCAL SYNDICATE 
BUYS STEEL PLANT 


Atlantans Purchase Con- 
trolling Interest ,of New 
Yorkers in Atlantic Com- 
pany, Paying $300,000 for 
Stock. 


Control of the Atlantic Steel company 
passed yesterday from the hands of 
New York interests to a syndicate of 
Atlanta men organized by T. K. Glenn, 
president of the company, the syndi- 
cate buying 2,400 shares—the control— 
of the stock for $300,000. 

Last November the Atlantic Steel 
company underwent a reorganization, 
and since then control of it has rested 
in New York. At that time the stock 
was quoted on the New York exchange 
at $50 a share, whereas the price per 
share paid by.the Atlanta men form- 
ing the new syndicate was $125. These 
2,400 shares would have met with im- 
mediate purchase in New York but fo 
the fact that Atlantans had first op- 


tion upon them, and Saturday closed 
the deal whereby the control of the 
corporation was placed in this rn © 
The stock two weeks ago was quoted *~ © 
New York at par, or $100 a share. 
The reorgfianization a year ago gave 
the company a capital of $1,000,000 it 
6 per cent bonds, $750,000 in 7 per cent 
preferred stock and $1,000,000 in com- 
mon stock, which, since its issue, has 
paid 6 per cent. The company now 
has in excess of $1,000,000 working 
capital. At the time of its reorganiza- 
tion last November the cumpany dou- 
bled the capacity of its plant at Brook- 
wood, and provided itself with $500,000 


: working capital. 


It has enjoyed a year of remarkable 
prosperity, regardless of the fact that, 


'with the exception of a small quantity 


of barbed wire for France, it has mar- 
ufactured nothing in the way of war 
munitions for use abroad. Its output is 
almost exclusively in manufactured 
steel for domestic consumption, such as 
cotton ties, nalls, stee! for concrete re- 
inforcing, etc. Its raw pig is shipped 
from Birmingham and it is running 
night and day, employing 1,v00 men and 
manufacturing steel at the rate of 
100,000 tons a year.

These two gentlemen reported, substan- | 
tially, that the bridge was not properly an. | 
signed, and was not well constructed, and! 
was not in accordance with modern prac- 
tice; that it had deteriorated; that the bridge 
was in need of repair and should be’ re- 
paired, but that they did not cunsider the 
bridge unsafe, or that there was any risk 
or danger in operating across the bridge 
They recommended that a wooden column 
be placed under one of the members of the 
bridge, and this we did, 

Since this time there has been transported 
across this bridge in our work cars all of 
the construction materials for the extension 
of the street railway track to Emory uni- 
versity, consisting of the crushed stone, the 
ties and the rails. The load on the bridge 
bearing these materials was very much 
greater than the load of the ordinary pas- 
senger car. During the passage of these 
cars loaded with material over the bridge 
we had the bridge observed, a ere was 
no sag in the bridge and nqglitr indication 
of the bridge giving way. 

After Mr. McCord, chairman of the bridge 
committee of the city council, and Mr. 
Kauffman, engineer in the depariment of 
the chief of construction, spoke to Mr. W. 
H. Gienn on yesterday concerning this 
bridge, we made arrangements to have the 
bridge inspected and reported on by an en- 
gineer wholly disconnected with the com- 
pany, but who is generally regarded as most: 
familiar and most expert on the particular 
subject of reinifercec concrete bridge struc- 
tufes, This gentleman has not as yet made 
his examination and report. 

The opinton of our own engineers ts, that, 
while the bridge is not properly designed, 
and has deteriorated, and is in need of and 
should be repaired. there is no immediate 
danger of any disastrous failure of the 
structure.

‘street boarding house and the head 
of the family started out to find work. 

But work was not to be found and 
man and wife held a family council and 
decided to make one big play, replenish 
the family coffers and then steal quiet- 
ly away in the night.

He also 
said a brother-in-law of Theodore Hoe- 
muller at Jiminez had received con- 
firmation of the killing of Hoemuller, 
a German subject, and his family in 
Parral. The Chinese refugee added 
that the general belief in Jiminez was 
that Edgar Kock, German consular 
agent in Parral, had been killed at 


Santa Rosalia. 

United States government represent- 
atives here have also received practi- 
cally the same report from a Chinese 
refugee, who arrived in Juarez Thurs- 
day night. These reports agree that 
Villa and his bandits, after occupying 
the mining town, ordered the foreign- 
ers killed, looted the stores, arrested 
many of the natives and held them for 
ransom and committed other depreda- 
tions. 

The Chinese refugee who arrived last 
night said at least twenty Chinese had 
been killed in Parral and that fifteen 
Arabs, Hebrews and Syrians had been 
put to death. He did not know the 
number of the other foreigners killed, 
although he safd another Chinese who 
fled from Parral had told him in, Jimi- 
nez that “all the foreigners had been 
put to death,” ‘s 

Of the foreigners believed to have 
been in Parral when Villa entered, 
American mining ‘company officials 
here.say there were at least five and 
probably six Americans. Five Ameri- 
cans who left two days before the 
town was evacuated reached Culiacan, 
a message received by the Alvarado 
Mining and Milling company here, 
states. .

Presperity Increasing. 

From every quarter of the country 
reports are being received which indi- 
cate most strongly how general pros- 
perity is increasing, at least as far as 
all producers and manufacturers are 
concerned, for both raw materials and 
finished products. No greater. evi- 
dence of this can be found than in the 
freight car situation, where a shortage 
of 100,000 cars exists, according to the 
report of the American Railway as- 
sociation, in the United States and 
Canada. This is proving a boon to 
manufacturers of equipment who have 
taken large orders for cars and locomvu- 
tives and are looking forward to other 
large orders during the next few 
months. The shortage that exists now 
however, is the cause of loss to rail- 
roads of many millions of dollars from 
the freight which they cannot carry, 
even though they are now carrying 
more than ever before in their his- 
tories. Many steps to relieve the 
shortage of cars have been passed by 
various railroads, including drastic 
charges for cars not promptly used 
by shippers or not promptly returned 
by receivers. The American Railway 
association figures show an actual 
shortage of 108,010 cars on November 
1 in the United States and Canada 
which compares with a ehortage of 
60,697 on October 1. When it is con- 
sidered that not long ago thefe was a 
big surplus of idle cars, it can be seen 
how great has been the increase in 
general business, especially as grain 
and cotton crop shortages this year 
have caused a big falling off in ship- 
ments of those commodities. 

Wall street has never received as 
big an impetus to stock trading as it 
did in 1912, when.the American Tobac- 
co company and the Standard Oil com- 
pany, of New Jersey, were split up un- 
der the government’s successful disso- 
lution suits, and on a much smaller 
scale, it is thought probable that the 
Corn Products Refining company dis- 
solution, which has just been ordered, 
may offer some opportunity for specu- 
lation in the parts into which it is’ 
split. This will be the first large dis- 
solution in five years, if it is consum- 
mated, and its results will be watched 
with keen interest both in judicial and 
security market circles. 

President and Tariff. 

It is reported that President Wilson 
will take up some form of protective 
tariff shortly, to protect the country 
from a possible flood of goods from 
abroad after the war is over, and it is 
also said that he will be more favora- 
bly disposed towards business, and 
more friendly to business men than 
before. If the opinion of many impor- 
tant bankin and financial interests 
is correct, the president will change 
his attitude in many respects and will

Increasin automobile sales, 
while it may result in some disaster 
in that industry if the market becomes 
crowded with too many models, is cer- 
tain to prove of great benefit to the oil 
industry.

COTTON CROP ESTIMATE, 1915 


} Our Watkins Bureau will issue its final 


estimate of the cotton crop about December 
1. There is no guess work in this estimate; 
it is based upon a canvass of every cotton- 
growing county. The Watkins Bureau has 
been making crop estimates for eleven years

Mining Journal; a recognized author- 
ity, writes regarding the future of 
copper: “Nothing is more certain than 
that some day the requisite refining ca- 
pacity will be available, stocks will be- 
gin to accumulate, and price will be- 
gin to recede. Even now there are pro- 
ducers who are keen on entering into 
contracts for delivery nine months or a 
year ahead at prices materially less 
than the current. All of these things 
happened in zinc. The same things will 
happen also in lead. The production of 
leag is increasing through stimulation 
of mining and additions of plant, and 
eventually the same result will be pro- 
duced in other metals.” 

Last year only six hundred million 
bushels of wheat were raised in this 
country compared with a billion bush- 
els the year before. Already farmers 
are planning to plant more wheat. The 
increase in supply will reduce the 
price. The same is true of cotton. Thus 
with money easy, production wil] be 
increased in all lines of trade, war or 
no war, and the situation has thus 
automatically to correct itself.

ATLANTA TO FIGHT 
INCREASE IN RATES 


Freight Bureau Will Open 
Attack on Interstate Rates. 
Before Commissioner 
Clements, Who Will Con- 
duct Hearing Here. 


The Atlanta Freight Bureau's gen- 
eral attack on the readjustment of) 


| southeastern interstate freight rates 


put into effect by the railroads on last: 
January 1, 1916, will be taken up to-| 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock by Com-: 
missioner Judson C. Clements, of the | 
interstate commerce commission, sit-_ 
ting in the federal building in Atlanta, | 
and the hearing will probably last for. 
several weeks. 

The case involves all freight rates’ 
on all articles shipped to Atlanta from. 
all points west of the Ohio river and 
all points north of the Potomac river, 
and is one of the most important ever 
tried by the Atlanta Freight Bureau. 
since it was organized fourteen years’ 
ago. 

Acting for Atlanta-shippers, the bu- 
reau attempted to secure a suspension 
of the southeastern readjustment be- 
fote it became effective, but this effort 
failed, and since that time the bureau 
has been engaged almost continuous- 
ly in preparing exhibits and data to 
be submitted to the interstate com- 
merce commission in support of the 
present complaint. 

W. A. Wimbish, of Atlanta, who has 
represented the Atlanta Freight’ Bu- 
reau since it was organized, will con- 
duct the hearing on behalf of the bu- 
reau before Commissioner Clements. 

The railroads will be represented by 
a notable array of their leading rate 
attorneys and by prominent traffic of- 
ficials of all the lines participating in 
the southeastern readjustment. 

Secured Adjustmént in 1905, 

In 1905 the Atlanta Freight Bureau 
secured an adjustment of rates from 
Ohio river crossings and north Atlantic 
ports and interior eastern cities which 
resulted in very material reductions, 
The rate on first-class was reduced 9 
cents per 100 pounds, or $27 per carload 
of 30,000 pounds, from Ohio river cross- 
ings to Atlanta, and the same reduc- 
tion was made in the rate from north 
Atlantic ports and interior eastern 
cities, 

These reductions compelled corre- 
sponding reductions in the rates to At- 
lanta from all points west of the Ohio 


river and-:all points north of the “ers 


tomac river. Millions of dollars have 
been saved to Atlanta shippers through 
these reductions. 

On January 1, 1916, the railroads of 
the southeast put into effect a general 
readjustment of rates which practically 


‘restored the old rates charged to At- 
lanta prior to the adjustment secured: 


by the freight bureau in 1905, 
Rates Increased. 

The rates to Atlanta from Ohio river 
crossings were increase $27 per carload 
on first-class, $15 per carload on sec- 
ond-class, $9 per carload on third-class, 


$15 per carload on fourth-class, $12 per 
carload on fifth-class, and $15 per car- 
load on sixth-class. 

Exactly the same increases were 
made in the rates to Atlanta from 
north Atlantic ports and eastern cities. 

Rates to Atlanta from all points 
west of the Ohio river were increased 
the same, because of the fact that Ohio 
river crossings control the rate on 
traffic moving across the river into the 
southeast; and rates to Atlanta from 
all points north of the Potomac river 
were increased the same, because east- 
ern cities likewise control the rates 
on traffic moving through them into 
the southeast. 

The new rates to Atlanta, put into ef- 
fect on January 1, are exactly the same 
as the rates to Atlanta in 1884. The 
1884 rate from Cincinnati to Atlanta, 
first-class, was $1.07 per 100 pounds, 
the same as it is today; and the 1884 


‘rate from New York to Atlanta, first- 


class, was $1.14 per 10@ pounds, the 


same as it is today. 

According to the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau, to charge this city the exact 
same rates in 1916 that were charged 
in 1884, prior to the creation of the 
interstate commerce commission, when 
the shippers had no recourse what- 
ever against exorbitant freight rates, 
is a manifest injustice. ‘the bureau 
further contends that to charge the 
same rates now as they charged in 
1884 is for the railroads to disregard 
the increased competition resulting 
from the building of a large number 
of additiona] lines into Atlanta since 
that time, and is to disregard the vast 
increase in the city’s growth and vol- 
ume of traffic. 

U. S, Commissioner to Hear Case. 

The interstate commerce commission 
did not approve the reasonableness of 
the readjustment put into effect by 
the railroads on January 1, but only 
allowed the readjustment to become ef- 
fective subject to complaints by ship- 
pers, 

In its complaint to be heard by Com- 
missioner Clements, the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau calls upon the railroads to jus- 
tify the increases involved in the re- 
adjustment, and. should the railroads 
fail to justify the increases, the inter- 
state commerce commission will be 
asked to prescribe a scale of rates 
that is just and reasonable. 

The importance of the case is shown 
by the fact that Commissioner Clem- 
ents will come in person to hear it. 
Atlanta shippers are intensely dissat- 
isfied with the readjustment and are 
prepared, through the freight bureau, 
to present a most complete and ex- 


haustive showing to the commission in|

Considering the fact that the gen- 
eral election took place November 7 
and on November 18 returns were 
still missing from four. Georgia coun- 
ties, it begins to look like the gover- 
nor and the secretary of state will 
have to resort to kindergarten methods 
before they will be able to make the 
officials of these counties understand 
that these returns are no good unless 
sent in. 

Walton, Pickens and Pierce counties 
had not made the necessary returns 
to the secretary of state Saturday. 

Candler county returns had not been 
sent to.the governor's office, although 
Candler county had previously report- 
ed that these returns had been sent 
under seal to the president of the sen- 
ate and the speaker of the house, in 
care of the secretary of state. 

Despite the fact that explicit in- 
structions were sent out as to just 
how the returns should be canvassed 
and consolidated and to whom they 
should be sent, Candler is only one out 
approximately 100 counties which sent 
their returns in wrong. Returns which 
should have gone to the governor's 
office went to the secretary of ‘state 
by the score, and vice versa. It is 
known that at least 63 returns, by 
actual count, that should have gone 
to the president of the senate were 
sent to the secretary of state. There 
were instances where the return blanks 
were sent in as blank as they were 
sent to the county officials. | 

That, with a little care and intelligent 
handling, the returns could all have 
been properly made out and directed 
is evidenced by the fact that at least 
some of the counties succeeded in ac- 
complishing this apparently simple feat.

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CHATHAM'S BOND ISSUE 
OF 1915 HELD ILLEGAL 


Supreme Court Rules Registra- 
tion Act, Passed by Legis- 
lature, Unconstitutional. 


~The state supreme court. in a deci- 
sion handed down Saturday, held un- 
constitutional the special] registration 
act passed by the legislature in 19815 
with a local application to Chatham 
county. This act provided for a special 
registration for voting bonds to the 
extent of $400,000 for schocls and $50,- 
000 more for a reformatory, and this 
bond issue is, therefore, also held ille- 
gal. 

The point of constituticnality was 
that the special act is contrary to the 
provision of the cunstitution that in- 
debtedness shall be incurred only by 


a vote of two-thirds of the voters reg- 
istered in the last previous election. 
The bonds were voted or on Septem- 
ber 21, 1915. On October 2, 1915, So- 
licitor Waker G. Hartridge filed a pe- 
tition in court asking that the bonds 
be validated.

Driver Lewis Jackson and three other 
persons were killed today and 
three irijured in the seventh an- 
nual international prize automo- 
bile race, which was won in record- 
breaking time on the Santa Monica 
course by Johnny Aitken, driving as re- 
lief for Howard Wilcox. The dead are:

The injured: John Ghianda, Los An- 
geles, Jackson’s mechanician; J. SB.

Jackson, a Los Angeles driver, on his 
thirteenth lap, swerved 
the palm trees lining the course. The 
car uprooted the first! palm tree it 
struck, overturned a lemonade stand, 
killing the woman in charge, crushed 
Jenkins against a second palm, which 
was broken off short, and wrapped 
itself about a third tree. In this wreck- 
age Jackson was crushed. His mechani- 
cian, Ghianda, was thrown out and es- 
“aped dangerous’ injuries.

Everett Strupper, Tech's brilliant 
halfback, proved to the satisfaction of 
10,000 folks at least that he is, with- 
out a peer as a broken field runner 
in the south. There was no comparison 
between his work and that of Jim Rey- 
nolds. The Tech star received better 
support it is true, but on his long 
runs they were made in the main un- 
aided by pageors.

STEEL IS TESTED TO 
DETERMINE HARDNESS 


Machines and devices for testing the 
materials that go into automobiles are 
being constantly developed and im- 
proved. A notable advance is the new 
Brinell steel testing machine, of which 
one of the finest examples in the coun- 
try is installed in the laboratory of 
Dodge Brothers. 

With this machine the hardness of 
the various steels that enter into Dodge 
Brothers cars is tested and careful 
checks are kept on all material. 

In testing a piece of steel it is placed 
in the machine and a small steel ball 
of great hardness is pressed into the 
piece to be tested. By the pressure 
exerted, which is indicated on a gauge, 
and by the dimensions of the impres- 
sion made on the piece, the operator is 
able to make comparison with certain 
standard figures and arrive at the ex- 
act hardness of the steel tested.

Speed a Main Requisite 
In Work and Training 
Of Long-Distance Runners 


BY ALEX W. CUNNINGHAM, 
(Ceach University of Georgia.) 
The middle and long distance races 
are different from the dashes in pre- 
liminary work, form of running and 
types of runners. I doubt if any more 
energy is expended in the distance 
runs than in the dashes, but it is more 
evenly distributed. The runners are 
of a different type, not as’ speedy as 
the dash man, though speed is one of 
the most important requisites, but men 
with strong physiques, pont of en- 
a and abundantly supplied with 

nervé, 

The first qualification is endurance. 
All ape nc mgga | training shopld be to- 
ward plenty cf endurance, Which can 
be done by plenty of outdoor exercise 
and cross-country running. Exercise 
which develops the upper portion of the 
body is very helpful. The wa ould 
be apportioned so that the runner can 
gradually increase the daily schedvle, 
It is best to start very slow and grad- 
ually increase the daily work, for if the 
runner starts too fast he will strain 
the muscles and the work will become 
drudgery. 

Should Study Form. 

After the runner has acquired the en- 
durance to run his race he should be- 
gin to practice for form, stride, speed 
and headwork. In taking up the prop- 
er form he should note the way he 
carries his body, the position of the 
arms, method of breathing and leg 
work, the latter coming more properly 
under the heading of striding. The 
arms must be swung naturally from 
the shoulders and never tensed. As you 
run lean slightly forward, with every 
muscle ete nermens 9 Do not hold head 
back in a strained position, for that 
tends to shut off the air. The runner 
must practice to increase his stride. 
In fact, the major part of the early 
training should be devoted to lengthen- 
ing the distance of the stride. But be 
natural and do not try to strain in 
getting length of stride. If carefully 
noted each day it will be found that 
the runner is gradually increasing his 


stide. 
Work With Dash Men. 


Speed is ery essential, though most 
yg -9 think that if a man is not fast 

e should run the long distances where 
endurance plays such an _é =impor- 
tant part. But endurance is not every- 
thing, for without speed the runner 
will always finish in the rear. He 
should regularly practice with the dash 
men and run races with them. The 
start in the quarter mile is the same 
as for the dashes. In all distances over 
the quarter the start is from upright 
position. Stand on the mark leaning 
slightly forward, with arm pushed 
back in position to assist the start by 
swinging forward. The start is more 
a swinging quickly into the stride than 
anything else, and each movement must 
be smooth and easy. 

Headwork in running a race plays a 
most important part. It consists in 
knowing your own ability and how to 
run each part of the race without be- 
ing led into the fatal mistake of fol- 
lowing a pace-setter or going too slow. 
In the short distances it is a matter 
of start and run for your life, for de- 
feat is yours if you slacken your pace, 
and victory is coaxing you on. But the 
miler and half-miler have the oppor- 
tunity for using headwork. This 
knowledge if pace comes only after 
studying your pace. Have your speed 
tested with a stop watch, so that it 
becomes second nature to know exact- 
ly how fast you are running. In sum- 
mary it is noted that the runner must 
acquire the endurance to run his race, 


must develop the speed to stay with 
the leaders, must practice the stride till

mastered, study his ability and use 
headwork in running the race. 


Final Sprint Decides. 


The final sprint in a race is what 
decides the winner. The runner hits 
the home stretch feeling tired to point 
of exhaustion and content to let down 
and rest. Here is where the nerve 
comés in and it is the strong heart that 
starts the final sprint. But different 
muscles are called into play and it is 
surprising how easy it is to finish pro- 
vided the runner has the nerve to try. 
It is also a good idea to practice the 
correct finish, the breasting the taps 
properly. The runner can come at ths 
tape from a short distance away anil 
practice throwing himself at the tape, 
remembering that the tape must bos 
breasted and not hit with the arms. 

‘A good schedule to follow in your 
practice is as follows: 

Monday—Run four dashes of fifty 
yards with the dash men. Run a mile— 
the first three-quarters slow, noting 
your stride, finishing the last quarter 
very fast and breasting the tape prop- 


erly. 

Tuesday—Run a fast half-mile. Rest, 
then run a fast 440-yard race. Go 
fifty yards from finish and practice 
the correct finish three times. 

Wednesday—Run a fast 220-yard 
dash. Jog two miles for the purpose 
of increasing endurance. 

Thursday—Run a fast 440-yard dash. 
Run a fast 220-yard dash. Run a fast 
100-yard dash. 

Friday—Limber up with several short 
dashes, then run your distance fast. 

Saturday—Practice passing opponents 
on track. Practice the correct finish. 
Run an easy mile with attention to 
your stride. 

The schedule givn is for the milers 
to follow. For the half and quarter- 
mile races the schedule should be less- 
ened in proportion. The quarter-mile 
race is the most difficult of all to run, 
as it involves the endurance of the 
miler with the speed of the dash men. 
It is true that in the dashes the runner 
contracts every muscle in the fierce ef- 
fort to drive forward, while in the dis- 
tance races the muscles must be relax- 
ed.

Vocational Conditions. 


In connection with the movement 
which. is being definitely crystallized 
in Atlanta to increase interest in vo- 
cational training and establish in the 
near future an extensive vocational 
bureau, George D. Halsey, of the At- 
lanta Clearing House for Employment, 
recently visited New York for the pur- 
pose of studying vocationa! conditions 
there, and brought back interesting 
suggestions which he hopes will be 
adopted in modified form here. 

The board of education of the pub- 
lic schools of New York, Mr. Halsey 
found, has been successfuliy doing ex- 
tension work for commercial workers 
in connection with the public schools, 

“It will be recalled that in the fall 
of 1914,” says Mr. Halsey, “work was 
very scarce in New York and a large 
number of young men and young wom- 


en who had peen employed in the of- 
fices of the city were out of work 
The situation was desperate fur many 
of them. Not only were they in se- 
rious itinancial straits, but they were 
losing their skill through lack of prac- 
tice, and when work should open up 
again it would be difficult for them 
to hold a position in even the same 
Class of work to which they had been 
accustomed. 

“The outgrowth of several confer- 
ences between Mrs. Henry Ollenshei- 
mer, of the National Federation of 
Working Girls’ clubs, and Dr. Wolf- 
son, principal of Julia Richman High 
school, was what are known as ‘Tae 
extension rooms for commercial work- 


-ers’ and the ‘trade extension rooms.’ 


Three Classes Organized. 


“In the commercial rooms three gen- 
eral classes of work are undertaken: 
Keeping unemployed office help up to 
standard efficiency and correcting any 
special defects; the testing and grad- 
ing of office help; pre-vocational tests 
for grammar school graduates to de- 
termine whether or not they should 
enter commercial work. 

“This first division was in the be- 
ginning the entire work; but as, with 
the increasing prosperity, the demands 
on the school have beconie lesS severe, 
the other poner of the work have de- 
veloped. There is a = need in every 
city for a central bureau for testing 
and grading stenographers and other 
office help. The extension rooms for 
commercial workers are trying to fill 
this need in New York. The applicant 
is graded in personality, appearance, 
adaptability, English, spelling, stenog- 
raphy, typewriting, arithmetic, book- 
keeping and penmanship. These things 
are given weight in accordance with 
the vocation of the applicant, and an 
average struck, It is the desire of 
Miss Ake, who is in charge, to have 
all the public and private employment 
agencies co-operate by referring al) 
their applicants to the roor:s for grad- 
ing and placing no. one who has not 
been tested. Although only a very 
small per cent of the agencies are 
doing this, yet much good work has 
been done, 

Five Days for Test. 

“Tt takes about five days to com- 
Wherever possible the 
iven right along with the 

and the applicant is not 
aware that any test is being made. 

“The last work to be added is the 
vocational guidance department. - In 
this the graduates of the different 
grammar schools who have dune nv 
commercial work are tested to deter- 
mine the advisability of their taking 
up commercial training. When advised 
not to enter commerce usually some 
advice is given to show them in which 
field of endeavor they wiil probably 
find their best work. 

“The average time to complete these 
tests is three weeks. The trade exten- 
sion rooms do for industrial workers 
practically the same thirg that the 
commercial rooms do for office work- 
ers.
